chancellor's address, in part, follows: 


"This is the university's birthday. 


Fifty-four years ago today Governor 
Butler signed the 
bill 
commonly 


known as the Enabling act of the uni- 
versity, providing fbr the establish- 
ment of an institution of learning. 
The University ot Nebraska dates 
from this initial legislation. 
i 


"The financial support of the institu 


tion during all these years is in many 
respects gratifying. 
Compared with 


many other states the per capita cost 
of education has been low. Tina is 
largely <lue to- the large attendance 
at the institution and to the fact that 
those in charge were trained in the 
pioneer days of. economy, modesty and 
simplicity. 
The institution has de- 
/ 
veloped in harmony with its antece- 
dents and its environment. 


"The symmetrical growth of the in- 


stitution as of all other institutions 
was disturbed by the conditions of 
the war, the after -war inflation, and 
the recent necessity of retrenchment. 
Thus in '20 and '21 all of the Institu- 
tions of the country were facing a 
crisis owing to the soaring cost of 
living in connection with fixed salar- 
ies on the part of employes. A period 
of great academic unrest 
occurred. 


Everywhere professors were resign- 
ing their positions to go into commer- 
cial activities. 
The university was 


fortunately able to meet the-situation 
here, to hold Its staff reasonably well 
together, to tide over a somewhat dis- 
tressing period of inflation, and at the 
same tune be reasonably ready for an 
even more distressing period of defla- 
tion. For the last year and a half the 
university has been undergoing re- 
trenchment The executive officers 
have endeavored to eliminate every 
unnecessary 
expense in accordance 


with the growing feeling of the state 
in regard to rigid economy m all ot 
its public activities. I need not it- 
count the steps. 
, "A special session of the legislature' 
reduced the appropriations, actual and 
provisional, by a half a million dol- 
lars. 
Tlie_ alumni - and->f riends are

For 
more than two-hundred kilometers we 
fcaw nothing but an endless expanse ot" 
burning yellow sand without a bush, 
tree or blade of grass. We 
moved 


along freely over the top of the sand. 
Along* the way we frequently passed 
bleached bones of camels 
that 
had 


dropped from the heat. Without exag- 
geration we must have passed at least

"By taking the wheel in turn, we 


were able to continue forty-eight hours 
sometimes 
without 
stopping. Four 


kilometers outside of Aremtit, one of 
thy rare oases in the Hoggar region, 
tv.-o hundred camels suddenly appear- 
ed on the horizon. It was a troop of 
dessert ivamois who charged down 
on -us waving their spears and shout- 
ing. 


"Not more than ten feet from the 


car, they stopped short. 
It was Ak- 


hmmouk, the king of Hoggar, who had 
come to greet us surrounded by his 
nobles 
and attendants. 
They cur- 


rounded us and conducted us as far 
as Tit."

Destruction Due to "Smoking and 


Matches" Placed at Almost 


$26,000,000. 


XEW YORK, Feb. 16.—The fire loss 


in the United States in 1921 was $4.54 
per capita, a total of $495,400.000, or 
$1,357,000 for every day in the year. 
This sounds old, but it takes many 
months to compile the^e statistics and 
the figures of the national board of 
fare underwriters are just out. 


The loss attributed to "moking and 


matches" was ?25,992,033 an increase 
irorn ?16,543,562 from that cause ii 
1918. Whether the increase in smok- 
ine by women has had any effect in 
increasing the grand total, the board 
refuses to say, not having delved that 
Jeeply into the question. 


The 1921 loss was the greatest since 


1906 the year of the San Francisco 
juake and fire.

property will be postponed indefi- 
nitely.

will supply the knowledge which is nnrevealed at pres- 
ent. Until that time we must do the best we can with 
these trying and unhappy conditions. 


One of the so-called functional disorders is epilepsy. 


Between attacks the victim of this disease is just as 


normal in appearance, in actions and in intellectual performances as any 
of his fellows.

Tou see how these things go by con- 
traries. The functional disease ruins 
the career, bnt it leaves no physical 
scar. 
Epilepsy has been described at a 
"sudden disease." It comes like a stroke 
of lightning. 
The victim falls as if 
shot. He utters a loud cry and drops 
unconscious. 
There is great paleness of the face, 
and the eyes are turned upward. Tb« 
head is pulled to one side or backward. 
The hands tun clenched. The entire body 
stiffens. 
After the first nsidity passes away, 


there are convulsive movements of tbe 
body, face and limbs. There are mus- 
cular twitching^, rolling of the eyes and 
frothing- at the mouth. It Is not un- 
common to nave the tongue bitten. 
Gradually tho convulsive movements 
pass off and the patient falls asleep. 
The frequency of these attacks varies. 


The-v may come almost daily, once or 
twice a. month, or only once a year. They 
may be very regular In their appearance, 
or come on at Irregular Intervals, with- 
out the slightest warning of their onset. 
There-is no association of epilepsy, or 
"fits," as these attacks are called, snd 
lack of mentality. The smartest boy in 
school when I was a lad was an epilep- 
tic, who was drowned In one of bis 
spells. Many victims of this disease 
•whom I have examined, were exception- 
ally bright.

There are many factors, like uneor- 


i ref ted eyestrain. nasal trouble and other 
forms of irritation which seem to have 
a bearing on the attacks. Undoubtedly 
disease of the colon is a productive age-it 
0* trouble. Epilepsy and other func- 
tional brain disturbances, as -well as or- 
ganic disease of the brain, may be 
traced to Infection of the colon. ~ 
No attempf at cure of epilepsy is com- 
plete until teeth, nasal sinuses, tonsils, 
kidneys, digestive organs and intestinal 
tract "have been surveyed. - e 
The victim of epilepsy need notdetpalr

That is to 
pick out the Job he wants. 


Of the score of enticing proposals 


made to him, there is but one Camp- 
bell has definitely decided to decline. 
That is starring on the silver screen.

company which plans to 


produce a series of Dickens' tales has 
been hot on the trail of the Kansan, 
•who looks the part with his little curl 
that bangs right down his forehead. 
This picturesque product of the corn- 
belt might have stepped out of a 
Cruikshank steel engraving illustrat- 
ing "Nicholas Nkkleby." 


Tall and Lean. 


- Tall, lean, fastidious in bis attire, 
•which is usually a cutaway coat and 
frequently a stock, which sets off his 
handsome classic features, Campbell 
has been the subject of an endless 
controversy concerning his prototype 
in history. Kentuckians claim it was 
Henry Clay. Jews say it was Disraeli, 
the great British premier. Irishmen

Until 
recently a keen 
sense of

Campbell 
from ending it by naming 


the character 
he had evidently en- 


deavored to emulate in appearance. 
It is just "Phil" Campbell. 


The answer is simple. Hapidly re- 


ceding hair at the temples, left a deep- 
rooted lock in the center of Ms fore- 
head which was used as camouflage. 


A little 
mole near his ear made 


shaving dangerous and the sideburns 
grew. 


As for the troubles of the official 


Job ot the house, he deserVes no 
sympathy for they are of his own mak- 
ing. 
Back In 1910, when the insurg- 


genta and democrats all but dethroned 
"Czar" Cannon, they placed most of 
his former powers in the rules com- 
mittee. 
Always looking lor trouble, Camp- 


bell decided he wanted to get on the 
committee." Right there his troubles 
began for his nomination for a place 
on the body that was to control all 
legislation re-opened the still simmer- 
ing standpat-insurgent row.

Bobby Burns and dress like a piano 
ttoer, but on occasion he can talk like 
Dan Webster in a tenor voice, and 
Washington is going to miss the sight 
of "Phil" Campbell standing, arms 
akimbo in the' well of the house, fig- 
uratively tearing the quivering cuticle 
off of some colleague who has assailed 
him as a "gag rule czar."

A three masted vessel is reported to 


have gone ashore on Victoria island, 
but details are lacking and it is still 
unidentified.

Less than tv.-o months ago the city 


of M«-niul. in eaht Pjussia. was'the 
peaceful capital of an international 
zone over which tho allies hall nom- 
inal authority thru the present of a 
high commissioner. The local gov- 
ernment, however, was German. Poles 
and Lithuanians made up a consider- 
able proportion of the city's suburban 
population. 
One day Lithuanian irregular troops 


crossed the border, stormed the city, 
defeated French troops and set up a 
revolutionary government. Th" allies 
ordered them out and sent troops and 
warships. 
Xo further lighting oc- 


curred, however, and today's anounce- 
ment that the Lithuanians are to have 
the city is the first concerning Mernel 
for some time.

Mr. Dysait said that 
many people believe that the inde- 
terminate sentence law adds 10 the 
number of crimes committed. 
The 


subject, he said, was of sufficient im- 
portance to receive attention at the 
hands of the two major political 
parties in framing their state plat- 
forms. Out of respect to the con- 
stituency of all parts ot the state, he 
thought it well to place the measure 
on general file. 


.Representative 
Hardin, speaking 


against repeal of the law, said that 
thirty-eight states have passed such 
legislation and that in but one in- 
stance has it been repealed. He said 
that in Nebraska, there was no dis- 
satisfaction with the indeterminate 
sentence until it was made a political 
issue. 
Mr. Densmore expressed the 


opinion that six .men in committee 
should not determine the destiny of a 
bill endorsed by both political parties.

THE BRIDE'S TROUSSEAU. 


Once upon a time nearly every girl 


possessed a "hope chest" and, begin- 
ning almost from the time she began 
to sew, she stored in jt daintily em- 
broidered household linens, personal 
undergarments, and all kinds of band- 
made laces aad embroideries. 
And 


all this so as to be ready when^Prince 
Charming made hla appearance. Altho 
this showed considerable foresight it 
nevertheless had its drawbacks, for 
if Prince Charming for $ome reason 
did not materialize, the girl was left, 
with the hope chest as a constant re- 
minder of her disappointment. 


But this proceeding was abandoned 


some years ago.. These days girls not 
only wait to think of their trousseau- 
until the man has spoken • but also 
until they have quite decided to get 
married. Thank goodness the girl of 
today has other Interests am<f ideas 
besides just the one of getting mar- 
ried, fascinating ae that idea may also 
be. 


Today the only place where one 


may still eee the hope chest is among 
the European peasants, the girls in 
remote villages of our own land, and 
perhaps the antique shops. I might 
also point out the fact that the 
peasant women talte years to make 
their wedding gowns and' trousseaux, 
while we can get ours in as short a 
time as the occasion requires. Whicn 
is not as clever as we think, however, 
for their things last them a lifetime, 
while ours—as long or as short a time 
as. they are in fashion. 


"Therefore the 
trousseau 
of the 


modern girl consists only of enough 
clothes to last a season-or, at most, 
two- seasons, with the exception of a 
few standard things, including the 
linens'. 
'" 
: f 
The choice of a ^trousseau depends 


entirely on the circumstances of the 
bride's parents and what demands 
her future position as a young matrjon 
will make upon her. Naturally, if the 
bride will live in the country her 
trousseau should consist of such kinds 
of clothes and accoutrements as are 
appropriate and necessary. However, 
If she is to live In a city where she 
will be socially active, then she must 
provide for it accordingly. But in 
every case there must be at least a 
small variety of the necessities. 


A bride's trousseau is always Riven 


to her by her parents or a near rela- 
ttlve and should never Be given by 
anyone else. 
What the Trounesui Should Contain. 


As already related, the 
rapidly 


changing fashions make it advisable 
to purchase only such dresses as will 


be needed for a season. If it happens 
that the bride should bo going to 
some placo where very few clothes 
arc needed and the family feel that 
they would like to give her more on 
this great occasion, it seems to mo 
more sensible for them ty clve her 
the money equivalent to speud for 
necessary requirements that might 
arise in the flrst year of her married 
life. I believe that It is a good plan 
for the bride to save for future ex- 
penditure some of 
the 
money she 


would otherwise spend, so that she 
need not ask her husband for funds 
too soon after ^he marriage. 


If orange blossoms' and veil are to 


be worn, then a white dress, white 
shoes and white silk stockings, and 
white kid gloves are necessary. As a 
matter of fact, white gloves are 
usually worn with any costume that 
the bride may wear, but one should 
be very careful that they are loose 
enough so as to permit a quick re- 
moval of the left-hand glove when the 
wedding ring is about to be put on 
the bride's finger. 


Some brides have the third finger 


of their left glove removed, thus obvi- 
ating the necessity of removing the 
glove. I wore a rather medieval .style 
dress with long sleeves ancl must con- 
fess to wearing no gloves at all. I 
do not happen to like removing the 
glove at the altar. 


Besides 'the wedding outfit 
one 


should have at least one plain cloth 
dress ,a traveling suit, a fur scarf.and 
a good long coat which can be worn 
over the one oi\tvrt> afternoon dresses. 
An evening go^fc. or two and an even- 
ing wrap' would also seem essential 
and perhaps a couple of light-colored 
house gowns made of some soft and 
gauzy material .to be worn in the 
afternoon -and evening when at home.
